Hin professional
debut wns not & howle
Ing wuccess, for he re-
mained with Mr.
O'Donnell, a voter who
roMlden In Cloucester,
only 10 minutes and
I wecondn In thae
fenture net of My,
Bdwarda's opaning
show of the wseason,
Johnny was suppossd
to stick around for 18
minutes, but he hand a
date or somothing nnd
left early, long before
R. hin time waa up,
Moloney loat his firnt professionnl battles
to Knookout O'Donnell In the fourth round.
Ho was not knocked out, but wns stagger-
fng around the ring helpless, his knoes
pagging and with a glamsy atare Ih hia
eyes. Hin arma hung Timply at Wiy sitdes
and he was powerless to defend himself.

Brother Stops Bout

O'Donnell had dropped him for the eotint
of nihe a short time hefore and was ready
to Imunch his crushing right against the

unprotected Jhw of tha youngeter, whan
Teddy Moloney, Wiz hrother, used good
Judgment and stopped the bout. The round

hnd gone but 1 minute and 3 seconds

The loser put up a good battle for three
rounds, but was unable to cope with the
experienced veteran. It was the old story of
an Inexperienced youngster, full of con-
fidence, trying to outguess a neanoned hoxer,
It ean't be done. There In only one place
to get experienco, and that ju In the prize
ring. The gymnasium s all right for a
time, but the hard knooks will come later In
the nctun] battles against real opponents.

Lacked Experience

Johnny Moloney lost last night not be.
cause he wie a poor boxer, but because
he lacked tho ring eoraft to carry him
through the tough places. He showed that
he I8 an exceptional boxer, ean hit with
elther hand, but dld not make the most of
his natural ability, Had he stood off nnd
boxed instead of mixing it at close quarters,
there might have heen a different story to
tell; but he plagod the other fellow's gamoe
and eame to grief.

This Is not the first time a youngster han
been conguered by experience. Moloney's
defeat recalled to us the fate of Bd Casey,
the Villanova athlete, who fought his first
fight nt the Natlonnl some years ago ngainst
Al Kublak. Casey was n wonderful boxer,
as strong and husky as any heavywelght in
the world, yet he waa battered helpless until
Jack MeGulgan stopped the uneven battle.
Casey came back afterward and did some
good work, and Moloney should do the
same,

For two rounds, Johnny performed llke
a champion. He jabbed O'Donnell at will,
showed him up with his elever footwork and
had the huge crowd that packed the club
chesring  frantieally for their favorite.
Moloney was his foe's superior at long
range, and he should nave stuck to that
ling of attack. However, his Inexperlence
oaused him to mix it at close quarters and
that spelled the end.

Weeghman, Disgusted With Eccentric Star, De-
cides Not to Send Him to Pennant Contender
and Shifts Him to McGraw

CHICAGO, Aug. 20,

EINIE ZIMMERMAN, slugging third
baseman of the Cubs, has been traded,

but not to the Phillles, Helnle went to the
Giants In & deal consummuated shortly after
Manoager Moran had lost all desire to pro-
oure this star after an outburst of temper
which praved conclusively that he would not
ald in bringing about harmaony in any team.

Tha Cubs rocelved Larry Doyle, veteran
socond baseman of the Glants; Qutfielder
Jacobson and Inflelder Hunter In exchange
for Zimmerman. Zimmerman left for Cin-
cinnatl, where he is scheduled to play with
the Glants against the Reds this afternoon.
Doyle will get Into the game with the Cuba
todny.

Zimmermon woas tha Phils' property for
the asking and it almost Is certaln that
Manager Moran's proposition would have
been accepted by the Cubs and that the
Phils would have boan satisfled If the tem-
permental Heinle had not butted in at the
wrong time. As It stands wa think the
Phils are mighty lucky that “Zim" wns
added to the Glants' roster and wish that
the Dodgers or Bravea had landed him.

Woeeghman wanted everything In slght for
Zimmerman when Moran first tulked to him
yvesterday, His first proposition was for a
trads for Bancroft, even up, His second
was for Cooper and two pltehers, or Cooper,
an inflelder and a pitcher. Moran listened
to all, but could not see them. Finally
Weeghman sald he would be satisfied with
Stock and Niehoft,

No Chance, Says Moran

Moran informed Weeghman that there was
not & chance for him to pull any of the four
deals mentioned and made Weeghmun a
proposition. The Cub owner told Moran
that he would think it over, So certiin was
Weeghman that he had pulled p great deal
that he informed Chicage seribes that Zlms
merman would be with the Phlls, nnd so
he would have If Heinle only had kept out
of the limelight.

Moran refused to evep conslder a trade
inyolving Bancroft and Cooper, becaune he
belleves that these two pluyers have years
of great ball playlng in them nnd will be
the foundation for m great team in the fu-
ture, even though the brilliant shortstop of
19156 18 not playing conslstent ball, nor fn_I-
towing instructions offensively, Cooper is
not rated so highly In Philly, because ho
fulled to burn things up when given a brief
opportunity, hut Moman thinks he will be
one of the greatest outflelders In the game
in another year.

That other mupageéra agree with Moran
ls avident, as no fewer than three western
lenders have talked trade with Moran, and
all of them wanted Cooper, whose Federal
Ledgue work earmed him many admirers
among scouta and managers To date
Cooper has not shown the FPhilly fans the
form that warrants Moran's prediotions, but
